Council To Enforce Zoning Laws 


The Elba City Council took 
a stand on mobile homes in 
R-1 zones (single family 
dwellings) Tuesday night. They 
voted to enforce the zoning 
ordenance and also voted to 
remove it from the books if 
unenforceable. 

After a long and confusing 
discussion with motions made 
and then changed, and then 
changed again the council 
voted 4-1 (with Councilman 
Jimmy Wise opposing) to 
enforce the ordinance that 
prohibits mobile home in R-1 
zones. After all the discussion 
it was still unclear if the city 
was going to file a blanket suit 
against all mobile home owners 
in residential areas in one suit, 
individual suits or on the 
compiaint basis. No instruc- 
tions were issued to city 
employees to prevent future 
connections of water, sewage 
or electricity to these mobile 
homes in restricted zones, 

The motion to remove the 
ordinance from the books if it 
was decided by the courts to 
be unenforceable was tied 2-2 
with one no vote until Mayor 
Robert Folsom voted for the 
motion. Voting with Folsom 
were Councilmen Charles 
Kennett and D. M. English, 
while Councilman Wayland 
Sharpless and Jimmy Wise 
oppesed the motion. Council- 
man Cleo Hawkins declined to 
vote saying he wanted some 
legal advice on the ordinance 
before voting. 

City Clerk Jack Prescott 
reported to the council that 
City Attorney Gareth Lindsey 
had res; to the request 
for in the matter by 


telling the council to let the 
parties involved work it out 
among themselves. 

The discussion on mobile 
homes began -vhen R.S.Jones 
again appeared before the 
council noting he 
had first been before the 
council in January and had 
been assured the matter would 
be handled. Jones said he went 
ahead and built his new home 
and nothing had been done. 
He reported that the original 
trailer had moved out but 
another was moving in on 
Tuesday afternoon. As noted 
above the council voted to 
enforce the ordinance. 

A request from the Coffee 
County Health Department 
asked for an increase in the 
appropriation during _ the 
coming year to $3600. Mayor 
Folsom reported current 
funding of $50 per month or 
$600 per year. He responded to 
the request from the council 
that he make a recommenda- 
tion and suggested doubling 
the present amount to $100 a 
month or $1200 annually. This 
was approved unanimously by 
the council. 

A letter of appreciation was 
read from school superinten- 
dent Elmer Taylor, thanking 
the council for the financial 
support noting the school had 
no source of additional funds 
except the city council. 

Police Chief Max Rayborn 
requested and received agree- 
ment that letters should be 
written to respective head- 
quarters thanking the National 
Guard and Army Reserve for 
the recent storm warnings. 

Mayor Folsom reported

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some street patching would 
begin Thursday weather pre- 
mitting and cost estimates 
were being prepared for resur- 
facing the streets in Brookdale. 

Eight CETA workers 
(federal program to help un- 
employeed) will have worked 
their maximum time at the end 
of September the council was 
told. The council voted to hire 
three on the city payroll. They 
are Mrs. LaRue Dunaway and 
Miss Eleanor Lee in nutrition 
program & Mitchell Anderson 
with the police department. 
The others will not be retained 
due to limited ability to meet 
payrolls. 

Hawkins asked, ‘‘Who is in 
charge of the nutrition 
program.”’ There was some 
discussions on titles and 
Sharpless requested the city 
clerk to get a report from the 
sponsoring agency in Dothan 
as to just who was in charge. 


Wise asked Folsom about a 
reported accident involving a 
city owned garbage truck. He 
produced a copy of a police 
report that indicated the driver 
didn’t have drivers license, the 
truck had no tag, no flashing 
light. Wise said he had gotten 
a legal opinion that in such 
cases the city could be sued 
inspite of the fact the garbage 
truck was hit from behind. 


Folsom denied the lack of 
lights and was critical of the 
police officer who investigated 
the accident. He also denied 
the lights were not working 
when Wise quoted an unnamed 
garbage truck worker who said 
they had repeatedly asked that 
the lights be fixed but the 
street superintendent ignored 
their request. Wise stated he 
felt such things were responsi- 
bility of the superintendent and 
if he wasn’t going to do his 
job, then he should be 
replaced. 

When Wise made the state- 
ment about “‘legal responsibi- 
lity’’ and expressed concern of 
possible court action, Folsom

Due Refunds 


The search is on in Ala- 
bama. The search for 28,676 
people who are due refunds of 
nearly 1.7 million dollars for 
insurance coverage they pur- 
chased and didn't receive. 

You could be eligible for 
the rebate if you or your 
spouse, prior to October 13, 
1977, purchased a car, furni- 
ture, mobile home or some 
other item and borrowed 
money to pay for the purchase. 
And, it makes no difference 
whether you've paid off the 
loan completely or still owe on 
it. 

One hundred _— twenty-one 
people in Elba are due $8,700, 
and 685 people in Enterprise 
are due $18,600. However, 
neither bank in Elba has ever 
done business with the firm. 

Here's what happened. 

In 1953, Old Security Life 
Insurance Company, headquar- 
tered in Kansas City, Missouri, 
began writing credit life in- 
surance and accident and 
health insurance (disability). 

Old Security Life Insurance 
was ordered by the State of 
Missouri to cease writing in- 
surance on October 13, 1977. 
Earlier this year, the Hon- 
orable Byron L. Kinder, Judge 
of the Circuit Court of Cole 
County, Missouri, ordered the 
company liquidated for the 
purpose or paying its claims 
and debts under law. 

So, if you borrowed money 
from a lending institution (a 
bank, loan company, car deal- 
er, furniture dealer, etc.) be- 
fore October 12, 1977, you may 
have paid for insurance cover- 
age for the term of the loan, . 
that term extended 1 
October 13, 1977, even for as 
much as several years, or only 
a few days or weeks, and if 
your credit life or accident and 
health insurance was placed 
with Old Security by the lend- 
er, you are eligible for a refund 
for the unused portion of your 
prepaid premiums or possible 
disability claim. 

An advertisement is placed 
in. the this week, 
asking people to contact their 
lending institution to determine 
if their insurance was placed 
with Old Security. If the 
answer is yes, the claimants 
are asked to write the Com- 
missioners of Claims for an 
Official Claim Form. 


Peanut Stack-Symbol 


ahi Pictured is an old fashioned 
peanut stack’’ that used to be 
a familiar sight in the rural 
areas of Coffee County twenty 
years ago. Now modern 
machinery has made stacking 
peanuts a thing of ie pest as 
the machine picks up the vine 
from the ground, picks off the 
nuts and drops the vine back to 
the ground. 

This stack in the garden of 
Jerry Fuller just North of Elba 
on the Troy Highway is a little 
small and shy a full supply of 
vines as well as a ‘‘cap.” 
However this constitutes all the 
peanuts Jerry had left after the 
patch was hit for boiling 
peanuts. 


In the day of the stacking of 
pesnuts, many farmers took 
great pride in the looks of their 
peanut stacks. It was also an 
honor to be designated as the 
“cap man."’ This was someone 
experienced in the art of stack- 
ing peanuts for the best drying 
and who could put that last 
fork of vines on the top to 
allow the stack to shed 
virtually all the rain while the- 
vines were drying enough to be 
shredded in the picker. 

One of two jobs was the 
worst after the peanuts had 
dried and been hauled to the 
picker site. If the wind was 
blowing forward, then those 
feeding the vines into the 
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picker slowly to prevent chock- 
ing would eat dirt all day. if 
they were in the clear, then 
surely the man at the back of 
the picker ‘‘doodling’’ hay for 
the hay baler would surely be 
getting to eat the dirt. 

During these days five 
hundred pounds to the acre 
were not uncommon and a ton 
to the acre producer was often 
considered a story teller. Now 
anything less than a ton or ton 
and half per acre is considered 
a crop failure. Coffee County 
farmers are now in full swing 
with picking their goobers and

We have had a number of folks questioning the local situation 
concerning civil defense - what have we done to be prepared for 
an emergency. Well, a number of things were done in 
anticipation of the storm's hitting last week, and we hope, 
enough. On the civil defense side, $27,710 was spent in Coffee 
County by county, state and federal agencies to support our civil 
defense . . . . maybe someone can tell us where it went. One 
county official noted that a certain amount went to that ole 
catch-all called ‘‘travel expense."’ 


There is a definite need locally for some attitudes for immediate 
action when some neighboring community is hit by disaster. 
Monday, five days after the storm hit the Mobile area, we began 
getting calls from people asking if any activities were underway 
to help the victims. This is a great attitude, but a truck of 
supplies should have been rolling on Thursday. We knew for a 
week the storm was going to hit the U.S.; we knew a couple of 
days it waa to hit the Gulf Coast, and all day Wednesday we 
knew it would hit Mobile, and by Thursday morning it was clear 
we had been spared the worst of the storm. At that time, any 
help we were going to offer should have been going full force. . . 
at the time of their greatest need. We are filing the names of the 
people who showed concern enough to ask us about the situation, 
and the next time something like this happens, we will get them 
together (at least on the phone) and get the good folks of Elba 
helping immediately. 


We watched out our window and driving by as the huge vault 
was built at the new home of the Elba Exchange Bank. The 
building of a vault would make a great news story, but Oscar 
Vaughan tells us this is his last one. There is no way anything 
short of a S00-pound blockbuster could get into that hunk of 
cement and steel. In fact, we wondered for a week or so just 
where the door would be located, or if maybe they had forgotten 
to put one in the vault. Before they finished, it was clear to us 
that the builders knew their business. 


My family and I went to the beach at Panama City this past 
weekend, leaving after the Elba-Luverne ball game and a little 
party we attended. True to form, we got caught, as the Rich 
family was also there. All was fine, no crowds and reasonably 
cool weather. After it was over, our three-year-old said the thing 
he liked best was riding the elevator in the motel. We already 
knew that Number Two child had been most excited by the array 
of pin ball machines, and the teenage daughter thought the 
highlight was the window shopping in a dress shop she had never 
visited. The big question now is - why in the world did we go to 
the beach in the first place? ----P, S. Youngest son loves the 
expensive shrimp, but discovered he much preferred his mother’s 
more expensive lobster. 


Elba Mayor Robert Folsom sent a crew of four men to Fairhope 
with a big truck and chain saws to help them dig their way out of 
the mess left by the storm. We are glad Elba is doing something 
to build a better reputation for a change. We wholeheartedly 
support extending the helping hand, ‘cause we only too well 
remember the help we received when we were hit by one several 
years ago. There is some discussion among the city fathers about 
who should have the authority to send the crew, but we will let 
them debate the matter themselves, as long as they comply with 
the laws of Alabama. 


The news is full of stories of how Mobile was torn up during the 
storm, but a news release received in this office indicates Fort 
Conde (the rebuilt fort from ‘‘Old Mobile’) was open for 
business within hours of the passing of the storm. The article also 
reported a coffee shop in the area opened the same day! 


There was an accident last Friday morning on Highland Drive 
involving a city garbage truck and a teenage girl. The girl hit the 
back of the garbage truck. According to the police report on the 
matter, the driver of the garbage truck didn’t have driver's 
license at all, Now, here was a man driving a city vehicle and 
didn't even have license! There was no tag on the truck and 
either the lights didn’t work or were not turned on (stories 
conflict). We had a call Monday morning asking, ‘‘How can we 
train our children to obey the law when our city allows its own 
employees to ignore the same laws?’’ Well, we can’t answer that 
one unless we use the violations by the city as examples of what 
not to do,

Soil Conservation News 


By: B'LL HUGHES, District Conservationist 


CROP RESIDUE 
MANAGEMENT 
With the corn harvest well 
underway and peanut digging 
time here, it is a good time to 
consider what to do about crop 
residue. Should you bale it and 
feed it to livestock or should 
you leave it on the land and 
incorporate it in the soil? 
Leaving crop residues and 
lightly incorporating them into 
the soil improves soil structure 
and also decreases erosion. 
Just about one-half of corn, 
gtain sorghum, small grains 
and soybeans are crop resi- 
dues. These residues, stalks, 
stems and leaves contain the 
16 essential nutrients for plant 
growth. Elements gradually 
released into the soil through 
decomposition are nitrogen, 
phosphorus, potassium, calci- 
um, magnesium, sulfur, boron, 
eron, zinc, manganese, copper, 
chlorine and molybdenum. Or- 
ganisms in the soil cause these 
residues to slowly decay and 
release their stored nutrients. 
Besides the above-listed nu- 
trients, crop residues supply 
organic matter to the soil, 
primarily in the forms of car- 
bon, hydrogen and oxygen. 
Plant growth requires all these 
nutrients, and if residues are 
removed, these minerals must 
be supplied in other more 
expensive forms. Organic mat- 
ter is important to the soil, 
other than for plant growth. It 
helps to maintain and improve 
soil structure, soil tilth, water 
infiltration, aeration and bulk 
density. When all residues are 
removed as in the under-de- 
veloped countries, soil produc- 
tion will decline and erosion 
will increase. Here in the 
Southeast, crop residue is most 
important because soils in this 
area are highly erosive. 
Residues left on the surface 
greatly help to decrease ero- 
sion by wind and rain. About 
a 60 percent decrease in ero- 
sion can be had when residue 
is left on land with a 4 percent 
slope. On sandy or sandy loam 
type soil, about 1,700 pounds 
of wheat residue or 3,500 
pounds of corn residue is 
needed to curtail erosion. For 
clay loam soils, about 750 
pounds of wheat residue or 
1,500 pounds of corn residue 
are needed to protect the soil. 
Crop residues are important 
both to plant growth and 
decreasing soil erosion. 
Doesn't it make sense to 
leave the residues on the soil 
rather than risk losing your 
productive soil base? For more 
information, contact your local 
Soil Conservation Service at P.

DOVE SEASON OPENS SOON 


Dove season opens in 
Coffee County at Noon, Octo- 
ber 6, 1979, and many hunters 
will be looking for places to 
hunt. If you feel you are 
losing valuable crops due tc 
shelling or blown-down stalks, 
this is how you can turn this 
loss into gain. Game manage- 
ment for hunting has been 
going on for years, but few 
farmers take advantages of the 
game they already attract - 


DOVES. 

Properly planned and man- 
aged, a farmer can obtain 
additional cash from a 40-acre 
field of corn, grain sorghum or 
peanuts. Each one of these 
crops is harvested at different 
times, and if you have all 
three, you can stagger your 
planned hunting datcs. 

The first week is a very big 
time, and if you have two or 
three fields, you can keep them 
busy. One man for every two 
or three acres is enough for 
safety reasons. In a 40-acre 
field, the hunting load would 
be 20 people. The field could 
be hunted two or three times, 
allowing 5-7 days of rest time 
for the birds, and depending 
on the quantity of feed avail- 
able. Hunting more regularly 
than this will force the birds to 
other fields. 

Many farmers are concern- 
ed about their liability and 
damage caused by the hunters. 
By having an organized hunt, 
you can lay down the rules and 
hold the hunters responsible. 
An agreement can be signed at 
the beginning to hold them 
responsible and relieve the 
farmer of liability. This agree- 
ment can be simple but direct. 
Requiring the hunters to give 
names and addresses on the 
form is going to automatically 
make them more concerned 
about their actions. 

The demand for places to 
hunt and fish is becoming 
greater. Many farmers and 
landowners are selling these 
privileges in the form of club 
membership. By doing this, 
the landowner knows who the 


members are ans can screen 
and select only the most re- 


sponsible hunters and fisher- 
men. The club-hunter and fish- 
erman tend to be more respect- 
ful of your land because he will 
be back again and again. 

Wildlife management can 
easily be applied to every farm 
to bring in additional income 
through selling of hunting and 
fishing privileges. If you are 
interested in this as secondary 
income, or if you wish to just 
improve your wildlife popula- 
tion on your farm, contact your 
local SCS office in New Brock- 
ton at 894-6332.

NEMATODE SAMPLES 

Do you have problems with 
some of your vegetable crops 
dying? Do they grow well 
enough to suit vou? Are you 
having problems with them? If 
you answered - ‘‘Yes,"* to these 
questions, the chances are that 
you have nematodes in your 
garden. 

Nematodes are so small 
that it takes a microscope to 
see them. However, they feed 
by the millions on tender plant 
roots. By feeding on the tiny 
roots, they cut off the water 
supply to the plants. They 
grow extremely slow or die. 

If you are willing to buy 
seed and fertilizer and do all of 
the back work that gardening 
requires, you surely ought to 
be willing to send in a nema- 
tode sample. The lab at 
Auburn can tell you the kind 
of nematodes you have, the 
number and the treatment, if 
necessary. They will aiso tell 
you the materials to use. 

If you would like to test, 
call us at 894-5596 or come by 
the office in New Brockton, 
and we will give you the 
materials to take the sample. 
Incidentally, you can also get a 
soil sample at the same time.

POLLUTED AIR FOR LUNG 
PATIENTS 


As levels of air pollution 
tise, so do hospital admissions 
for lung disease. Even when 
pollution levels are considered 
“‘acceptable,”’ 

Feeding these two lines of 
data into a computer, Dr. 
Stanley R. Lane, assistant pro- 
fessor of medicine at Rutgers 
Medical School, found a direct, 
Significant correlation between 
the rise and fall of nine 
chemical pollutants and the 
corresponding fluctuations in 
hospital admissions for lung 
patients. 

During the three-month 
period of the study in late 
1977, there were 5,000 such 
admissions in the study area, 
which was Camden and 
Newark, New Jersey. Among 
the pollutants measured were 
nitrogen oxide, sulfur dioxide 
and ozone. Although sulfur 
dioxide is usually used as an 
index of air pollution, Dr. Lane 
found an even more marked 
correlation between _hospital 
admissions and increases in 
nitrogen oxide. 

During the period studies, 
there was no air-pollution alert. 
The levels of pollution were 
those commonly found in the 
area. The striking results have 
alarmed health officials; and 
the state of New Jersey has 
given Dr. Lane a $25,000 grant 
to extend his study for one 
year. 

Only hospital admissions 
were studied. “This says 
nothing about affected people 
who stay home, or those get- 
ting treated and released from 
emergency rooms,’’ Dr. Lane 
says. 

According to the Alabama 
Lung Association, there are 47 
million Americans who suffer 
from long-term respiratory dis- 


eases. The health costs of air ' 


pollution are estimated at $10 
billion, Every year. 

When damages to property, 
vegetation, livestock and mat- 
erials are considered in the 
total toll of air pollution, the 
figure doubles to $20 billion.

Hunters Reminded Of Safety Rules

With the fall hunting sea- 
son approaching, now is an 
appropriste time to remind 
Alabama sportsmen of their 
responsibility toward safe hunt- 
ing and thus preventing acci- 
dents that could mar an other- 
wise enjoyable hunting season. 

During the 1978-79 hunting 
season more than 650,000 per- 
sons participated in the sport 
of Same here in Alabama. In 
view of these figures, we were 
fortunate to have had only 28 
hunting accidents reported 
statewide. 

Twenty-one of these ey eg 
ed accidents were non-fatal, 
while seven ended in tragedy. 
One of the fatalities resulted 
from a self-inflicted wound, 
and nine of the non-fatal and 
five of the fatal accident vic- 
tims were shot as a result of 
being mistaken for game or as 
the shooter was swinging on 
game. 

Taking these facts into con- 
sideration, 12 of these hunting 
accidents could have been pre- 


vented if the shooters had 
taken the time to positively 
identify their target, or if the 
victims had been wearing hunt- 
er orange or flourescent orange 
clothing. 


The majority of these acci- 
dents occurred on private land 
with either a close friend or 
relative of the victim doing the 
shooting. 


Another category of hunting 
accident is being reported that 
does not involve a firearm, and 
that is falling out of tree 
stands. Five tree stand acci- 
dents were reported, with one 
of these being fatal. Three of 
these accidents were archery 
hunters and two firearms. 
More and more people are 
using tree stands to hunt than 
ever before, so one more rule 
must be added to the list of 
safety rules and that is to be 
sure and use a safety line if 
you are in a tree stand.
